Ho had boen groatly interested 
in the'firing and he was pleased. to see the 
efticioncy displayed in markmanship, and 
more expecially the excellent shooting of 
the Field Battery. Considering that. this 
wns only the socond occasion the men had 
paraded for battation drill, ho thought thoy 

ad nade a very creditable appearance, the 
senior companies having marched past with 
precision. and steadiness, It reflected the 
greatest hovour on this small though by no 
means uuimportant Colony: that in .their
